Three cars of the accommoda- 
tion train were telescoped, and the de- 
struction was so complete that it seemed 
little less than a miracle that scores of 
people were not killed outright.

The cor- 
ruptness of the contract system, he 
said, often rendered him BO indignant 
that he protested to the board at their 
meetings against tbe scandalous abuses 
with which, the. whole canal work was 
honeycombed. 
Eventually he re- 


signed rather than sign contracts for 
machinery and supplies with French 
firms whose bids, taken together, were 
28,000,000 franca higher than the bids 
of English and Dutch firms, The di- 
rectors had declined to listen to his 
protests against this iniquitous bar- 
gain, and had left him the alternative 
of signing it or resigning, so he re- 
signed. 


Everybody in the management of the 


company knew that this aort of 
work was being done; also, that Baron 
de Beinach and other financial agents 
were getting enormous commissions. 


In a wrangle with Presiding Judge 


Perivler, Charles de Lesseps admitted 
that two checks, payable only to 
bearer, were given to Arthur Mayer, 
editor of the Gaulola. 


The two deputies appointed by the 


parliamentary commission of Inquiry 
to aearcb the office of M. Propper, busi- 
ness associate, of Baron de Beinach, 
seized many ot Baron d« Keinach's pa- 
pers. Mention of several contractors is 
made In the** paper*, but th* desired 
evidence againat deputies la missing. 


The commission heard th* testimony 


of several banker*, one of whom laid 
that many checks drawn by M. Arton, 
In favor of a conspicuous Boulangist 
deputy, had passed through his hand*. 
The commission appointed two mem- 
bers to examine the books of th« late 
Sf. Barbe, senator and minister, whose 
r«oelpt for 600,000 francs "for the Pan- 
ama affair" was found in the papers of 
Baron de Eelnacb. 


M. Odelln, canal contractor, 
and 


stove manufacturer, testified that he 
had received contracts from th* Pan- 
ama canal. He had been- obliged to 
deal with several contractors in ob- 
taining each contract 
They all de- 


manded 7 or h per cent, for their good 
offices. This rate was so exorbitant 
that h* Inferred the) company was be- 
ing plundered, and he therefore sold 
all bis Panama shares. 


M. Beynler, the canal company's 


cashier, made a statement KS to the ex- 
penses of issuing loans. Careful ques- 
tioning as to tbe names on the vouch- 
ers he signed elicited only the reply: 
'I do not know." 
Charles de Lesseps was recalled to 


testify as to the bonds "payable to 
bearer," issued by the Panama Canal 
Co. Ho waa white and haggard; his 
eyes were bloodshot, and he spoke ap- 
parently with difficulty as he hesitated 
repeatedly and often sank his voice so 
low that only persons within a few 
yards could hear his testimony. He 
explained that of some 1,500,000 francs 
in bonds, Au Porteur, 376,000 went to 


Baihut, than minister of public

Jl. Oberndorfler, the banker who sug-

Several other shareholders gave evi- 


dence, and Senator Quichard, presi- 
dent of the Suez Canal Co., gave testi- 
mony eulogistic of both Count Ferdin- 
and de Lesseps and his son Charles.

As 
the hearse passed through the throng 
ot people all the men uncovered their 
heads. On the casket lay a wreath 
placed upon it by President Harrison 
in Washington yesterday. Mr. Paul 
Bntler with his sister, Mrs. Blanche 
Butler Ames, followed the body from 
the train, and as the casket was being 
placed in the hearse entered their car- 
riage. 


The hearse and carriages, escorted by 


the Grand Army guard, were then 
driven slowly down Main street to the 
general's late- borne, a mile from tbe 
station, the procession being reviewed 
by thousands of persons who lined tha 
sidewalks.

The Crisis Expected to ba BMttlud 


To-Day 


BY THE EJECTION OF REPUBLICS. 


The Populist House Recof nlied by the) 


Governor and by tha Senate, Though 


Not Without Protest by Pop- 


• ullst Senators. 


TOPEJTA, Kan., Jan. 14.—To-day will 


bring the crisis. This U now the opin- 
ion of close students of the situation. 
The courts have refused to act in tbe) 
matter; all efforts to effect a com- 
promise have proved vain; the populist 
house has been recognized by both gov- 
ernor and senate, and to-day it 1s ex- 
pected they will eject the republicans 
from representative hall by force. 


Thursday night the peace commltte* 


had almost arrived at a settlement, 
Tbe populists for a moment 
to an arrangement by which th* repub- 
lican house was to be recognised and 
alt contests were to be submitted to a 
judicial tribunal for settlement, but 
Frank Doster wanted the senate to 
settle its own contests, and thus the 
scheme failed. 


At noon yesterday Sneaker Duns- 


moro of the populist house, who had 
been to the senate chamber, returned 
to the houso, and, rapping for order, 
announced that the house (populist) 
concurrent resolution had been re- 
ceivcd by the senate and laid over un- 
til to-day under tho rules. 


At a hasty consultion by the rival 


leaders it was agreed that both side* 
should take a recess till evening* Ac- 
cordingly tho motion was put ou both 
sides and carried, tho speakers an 
nouncinp; that meanwhile the present 
status quo would bo preserved. 


The senate reconvened at 10 a. 


when a message from tho house was 
announced. 


The president then for the first time 


recognized Chief Clerk Ben C. Bleb, of 
the populist house, but Mr. Scott raised 
the point of order that the president 
had recognized a person not entitled 
to recognition upon the floor of the 
senate. The president ruled him oat 
of order and on an appeal by Mr. 
Scott the chair was sustained by a vote 
of 28 to 10. Thus was the populilt 
house formally recognized by the son 
ate. 


The republicans entered a strong 


protest against this action. In thla 
protest they were joined by Senator* 
Taylor, O'Brien and Parker, populist*. 


A republican committee was ap- 


pointed to call on the governor yejUr- 
day afternoon and talk the situation 
over. The governor received th«m, 
cordially and expressed a desire tbtt 
peace be agreed upon.
